Survey recommends 58 changes 
in city s police department 


Findings and recommendations of an 
independent survey of the Lompoc Police 
Department were made public yester­ 
day. The report recommends numerous 
changes in organization and function of 
the department. 
The report was prepared by the Com­ 
mission on Peace Officer Standards and 
Training at the request of City Admin­ 
istrator Gene Wahlers. 
In total, the two-man survey team rec­ 
ommended that approximately 58 chang­ 
es be made in the local department in­ 
cluding the elimination of the assistant 
chief position, transfer of property con­ 
trol to the Investigation Division and the 
transfer of the Identification Bureau to 
the Services Division. 
The report also found little to sub­ 
stantiate the need for a parking control 
officer and it made “ no recommenda­ 
tion to the number of patrolmen need­ 
ed because total statistical data neces­ 
sary for measurement is not now avail­ 
able/’ the survey team said. 
The report also recommended that 
numerous changes be made in the admin­ 
istrative organization of the depart­ 
ment 
and that training and records 
management be changed significantly. 
City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers 
said yesterday that he would follow 
through 
on the recommendations and 
work with the department personnel in 
putting the recommendations into opera­ 
tion. 
Wahlers said he will not eliminate the 
assistant chief position now occupied by 
Jim Smith but that the duties and the or­ 
ganizational alignment might be changed. 
He said that consideration is being giv­ 
en to re-aligning the position so that it 
functions as a right arm to the chief in­ 
stead of the present set-up where all op­ 
erations and functions flow through the 
assistant chief to the chief. 
Wahlers said that he felt the Lompoc 


department had been going along pretty 
much as most small towns had and then 
came 
the population explosion which 
made a rather large city overnight. “ The 
department grew personnel wise but 
didn’t keep pace with all aspects of man­ 
agement 
and 
administrative 
tech­ 
niques,” Wahlers said. 
The administrator noted that some 
recommendations, such as those deal­ 
ing with records management, already 
are being implemented. He said he also 


would seek City Council approval to en­ 
roll Chief Ray Robertson in special po 
lice officer seminars at UCSB and take 
other steps to bring the department up 
to the level recommended by the com­ 
mission. 
The survey team noted that crime 
in Lompoc has fluctuated on the up side 
since I960 which showed a 42 per cent 
increase over 1960. 
However, in the 
years 1967 and 1968 there were drama­ 
tic rises with the dominant factor being 


burglary which increased from 33 of­ 
fenses in 1960 to 215 offenses in 1968. 
.There was a total of 376 major crimes 
in 1968, 
just a little more than one 
per day. “ Compared with many other 
parts of the state and nation, the volume 
of crime in Lompoc today is not great. 
The people of Lompoc are fortunate that 
they live in a stable community which is 
not a part of a large metropolitan com­ 
plex where crime and violence are ram­ 
pant,” the report stated.

More than 1,000 students retreated 
before advancing police out side the UCLA 
faculty club in Los Angeles, They chant­ 
ed “ pigs off campus” and screamed ob- 
scentities as they moved away from the 
building where a meeting of the board 
of regents was in progress. 
Police used tear gas to rout 700 Sta> 
ford University protesters who sent up 
flaming street barricades to block rush- 
hour traffic across the bay from San 
Francisco. The students, protesting war

Astronauts 
ready for final 
landing trial 


CAPE KENNEDY (U P I)—A tiny helium 
leak was traced to a loose sensor in the 
Apollo 10 moonship early today to clear 
the way for Sunday’s start of the final 
trial run for a manned lunar landing 
this summer. 
The leak was quickly and easily re­ 
paired without interrupting the count­ 
down for the 12:49 p.m. (EDT) launch of 
Thomas P. Stafford, John W. Young and 
Eugene A. Cernan. 
The astronauts, meanwhile, took to­ 
day off. They rested up for the climac­ 
tic final hours of preparing for the mis­ 
sion the United States hopes will pave 
the way for a moon landing by Apollo 
11 in July.

Council to act 
on resolution 
for dam project 


The Lompoc City Council Tuesday 
night is expected to approve a strongly 
worded resolution urging the County 
Water Agency to support the Lompoc 
Dam project and to approve the Bureau 
of Reclamation’s feasibility study of the 
project. 
The council resolution will note that 
there is an urgent need to develop a sup­ 
plemental 
municipal 
and industrial 
water supply for the city of Lompoc, 
Vandenberg Air Force Base and the 
Village and Mission Hills. 
It also will point out that the ground­ 
water basins serving this area already 
are in an overall state of overdraft and 
that the Lompoc project would provide 
recreation, flood control and fishery 
enhancement. 
In addition to calling on the water 
agency to approve the project, the City 
Council is asking the county to seek the 
earliest practicable authorization and 
appropriation for initiation of the proj­ 
ect. 
Present estimates put the cost of the 
project at $67 million. If constructed, it 
will create a lake about Z > times the 
size of 1 ake Cachuma. 
The County Water Agency will meet 
May 27 in Santa Barbara in what most 
proponents and opponents of the project 
feel may be the meeting where the final 
decision is made. 
The Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation District will meet May 22 in anoth­ 
er session which will affect the project. 
At its last meeting, the board voted 2-1 
against endorsing the project. The up­ 
coming meeting is to review the wording 
of the decision in written form. 
In other actions Tuesday, council w ill: 
-Consider adopting a resolution ask­ 
ing the state legislature to authorize 
a bill that would equalize 
property 
taxes in all school districts. 
Purpos*- 
of the bill would be to afford the same 
level of education to all districts within 
the state. 
—Hold the second reading and consid­ 
er adopting amendments to the City 
Code as it relates to the Personnel Sys­ 
tem. 
-Consider a resolution 
urging local 
citizens to participate in the “ Valley of 
Flowers” theme during the month of 
June. If the resolution is adopted, each 
F nday will be officially declared Flow­ 
er Display Day and citizens, businesses 
and institutions will be requested to dis­ 
play flowers. Citizens 
also will be

Sunday and all other aspects of the 
mission were reported “ go.” 
Apollo 10 is scheduled to orbit the 
moon a record 32 times and carry Staf­ 
ford and Cernan to within 50,000 feel 
of the pockmarked lunar surface in a 
dress rehearsal for a landing. 
The helium leak, first reported al 
9:10 p.m. EDT Friday, was the first 
and only potentially serious problem tc 
develop during the long countdown. 
For four hours, officials did not know 
what effect it would have on Sunday's 
launch plans. But it was traced about 1 
a.m. to a loose pressure sensor in the 
command ship’s piping that was tighten­ 
ed on the spot. 
“ After it was tightened, no further 
leakage was detected,” said a space 
agency spokesman. 
The leak was slight and reduced pres­ 
sure from 44 pounds to 37 pounds per 
square inch during a three day period 
in the system used to force propellants 
into the command module’s 
vital re­ 
entry control rocket. It was considered 
serious 
enough to require correcting 
before launch. 
Cernan was expected to visit with his 
wife 
Barbara 
ami their stx-year-old 
daughter 
Teresa during some of his 
free time today. They are staying with 
friends nearby and plan to watch the 
shot. 
The wives of Stafford and Young re­ 
mained in Houston and the spacemen in­ 
dicated they would spend a good part 
of the day at their spaceport quarters. 
Several mission officials were invited 
to lunch with the Apollo team. 
The three astronauts put on their 
spac»'suits 
Friday for a final dress re­ 
hearsal in spacecraft 
simulators for 
their blastoff on the riskiest space mis­ 
sion so far.

hoped to start pumping 1300 
tons of seawater out of a $60 
million submarine sitting on the 
bottom of San Francisco Bay 
under 34 feet of water. 
The USS Guittaro, an attack 
submarine 
undergoing 
final 
fittings at Mare Island ship­ 
yard, sank to the bottom of the 
bay in five minutes Thursday 
night as water poured into a 
forward compartment. 
There were no injures as 20 
workmen scrambled to safety. 
They 
were 
unable to close 
watertight 
doors because of 
construction work. 
About 
10 
feet of conning 
tower remains above water. 
The salvage operation will be 
so 
complex 
that 
the 
Navy 
Friday flew in their supervisor 
of 
salvage 
for

entire 
pacific, Com. J.B. Orem, in 
from Pearl Harbor. 
Rear Adm. Norbert Franken- 
berger, commander of the San

Assembly's version of Governor's 
S6.2 billion budget ready for vote

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI>-The 
Assembly 
version 
of 
Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s $6.2 billion 
budget—certain to become the 
subject of a partisan fight—was 
in position today for a vote by 
the lower House. 
But Leniocrats hinted they 
might stage a revolt against the 
$6,227,906,401 spending 
pro­ 
gram for the fiscal year begin­ 
ning July 1. 
They want more emphasis on 
such urban-oriented problems 
as 
unemployment, 
jobs 
for 
youth and housing for the poor. 
Some of them pledged last year 
to press for increased attention 
to these areas. 
Democrats also may use the 
budget, 
which 
needs 
a two 
thirds vote of the 80-member 
chamber, to force tax reform 
from the Republican-controlled 
legislature. 
The Assembly now is divided 
39-39 with two vacancies. An 
election is scheduled Tuesday to 
fill the seat vacated by John G. 
Veneman, 
undersecretary of 
health, education and welfare. 
That will make the lineup 40-39 
for the winning party, probably 
still 
not 
enough 
to 
unseat 
Assembly 
Republicans 
even 
with a Democratic victory. 
The budget needs 54 votes to 
pass. This means Republicans 
will need at least 14 Democra­ 
tic votes to send the spending 
program to the Senate. 
The Ways jnd Means Com­ 
mittee 
Friday 
unexpectedly 
approved 
the 
budget 
on 
a 
unanimous voice vote in its new 
form, $2.3 million more than 
the original money bill submit­ 
ted by Reagan. 
But Assemblyman Robert W. 
Crown, D>Alameda, committee 
vice chairman, said his vote in 
the panel did not tie him to 
favoring the bill on the floor. 
Assemblyman 
Frank Lanter- 
man, R-La Canada, Ways and 
Means chairman, disclosed that 
Democrats planned to present a 
“ list of demands for changes” 
when the bill comes up for floor 
debate 
“ The budget is a very tight 
budget,” he said. 
‘I just can’t 
contemplate what the Demo­ 
crats want. Their arguments 
generally will be more political 
than practical.” 
Before acting, the committee 
adopted a rider by Assembly­ 
man Don Mulford, R-Piedmont, 
to forbid expenditure of any 
state money for state scholar­ 
ships, loans, fellowships and 
grants-in-ald for any student 


convicted of. participating ta a 
violent demonstration.

The Mulford provision makes 
a presumption that any student 
who 
accepts 
state 
aid

school agrees “ to 
observe the rules and regula­

LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, University of 
California regents and other 
school officials agree student 
lines

communication

disorder. 
The agreement came after 
about 1,000 noisy militants at 
UCLA demanded an audience 
with Reagan and the regents 
Friday, but instead got ousted 
from 
the 
board’s 
monthly 
meeting and confronted outside 
with campus and city police. 
Reagan said the rapid growth 
of the university made “keep­ 
ing the channels of communica­ 
tion open with the students’* 
imperative. 
The 
governor, 
asked 
if 
allowing 
the 
militants to 
address the board might have 
stopped the demonstration be­ 
fore it began, replied, “No...I 
don’t 
think 
it 
would 
have 
averted it.” 
He said that the militants 
couldn’t “have it both ways “ by 
first demanding more autono­ 
my 
and 
communications on 
their 
own 
campuses, “then 
demanding 
the 
right 
to 
go 
a r o u n d the administration 
directly 
to 
the 
board 
of 
regents.” He said this “under­ 
cut 
the 
authority of school 
administrators.” 
The fireworks began when 
members of a group called the 
Coalition, made up of Students 
for a Democratic Society and 
other 
militant organizations, 
tried 
to 
pack 
the 
small 
audience 
of the meeting and 
present a list of demands. 
They ended when some 125 
Los Angeles police officers and 
California highway patrolmen 


moved down the street outside 
the faculty-center-their night­ 
sticks 
held at waist le v e l- 
sweeping aside the crowd. 
There 
were 
no 
physicial 
clashes between students and 
officers. 
Instead, demonstra­ 
tors backed up, chanting “pigs 
off campus” and shouting ob­ 
scenities. Two persons were ar­ 
rested earlier on charges of bat­ 
tery, resisting an officer and 
treaspassing and one coed was 
detained.

Employes' group agrees 
more than disagreement 


We agree in more areas 
than we disagree,” was the way 
County Employees’ Assn. man- 
ager Zack Stringer put it today 
in discussing new county sal­ 
ary 
recommendations to be 
placed before the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors Monday. 
Stringer, while frankly ad­ 
mitting that "in many areas 
we are pleased with the recom­ 
mendations,” said there were 
other areas where “ questions 
will be raised and still others 
where we disagree.” 
T he full picture on county 
salary 
recommendations by 
county officials evolved Friday 
after submission of higher pay 
for county hospital help. The 
earlier survey had not includ­ 
ed hundreds of hospital work­ 
ers. 
Stringer said that the associa­ 
tion is now awaiting presenta­ 
tion of a proposed overtime 
policy by Administrative Offi­ 
cer Raymond D. Johnson. There 
have been indications that a for­ 
mula of time and a half pay 
over the regular working week 
may be applied. Cost of this - 
as figured in the new county bud­ 
get for 1969-70 fiscal year — 
would depend on how it is con­ 
trolled by department heads, 
Stringer felt. 
County Employees’ Assn. of­ 
ficials in general said they 
feel that they have had too lit­ 


tle time in the past few days 
to give proper analysis to the 
partial county salary survey 
which they began to look over 
Tuesday and the new hospital 
pay survey which they were 
studying Friday. 
“ We must have this mater­ 
ial in time to react intelli­ 
gently,” said Stringer. “ As it 
is, we have had to burn the mid­ 
night oil in going over it — 
with little time left for action 
if it is to go into effect July 
1. We feel we shouldn’t have to 
stay up late nights on this.” 


New State legislation effec­ 
tive this year requires a memo 
of understanding between coun­ 
ty officials and county employ­ 
ee groups on issues such as 
pay proposals. The employees’ 
organization understanding of 
the law appears to be nullified 
by a recent ruling by the county 
counsel, Stringer said. 
Further discussions of the ef­ 
fect of the new law appear to 
be in order at this time, Strin­ 
ger felt. 
The County Employees’Assn. 
has about 60 per cent of the 
total of 2,000 county employes 
in its membership. Other em­ 
ployees belong to the Sheriff’s 
Relief and Benefit Assn. and 
the AFL-CIO Welfare Work­ 
ers’ Union, or belong to no 
group.

Welfare 
budget 
increases 


The county welfare budget 
for 1969-70 appears to be rising 
constantly and looks to be going 
“ out of sight” at this time, 
County Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson revealed 
today. 


Earlier, it had been shown 
that the welfare budget — which 
has had to be redone by coun­ 
ty budget analysts in recent 
weeks — would be at record pro­ 
portions in the coming fiscal 
year due, in part at least, to 
the waiving of one-year resi­ 
dency requirements for welfare 
client applicants coming here 
from other states. 
The impact of this high court 
decision has been heavy in re­ 
cent months, and a greater im­ 
pact is seen for the coming fis­ 
cal year. 


Johnson said today he will 
have to make some provision, 
also, in the contingency fund 
for next fiscal year to take 
care of overtime. He expects to 
submit an overtime policy by 
May 26 to the supervisors bas­ 
ed on time and a half above 
regular work week. 
One of the greatest problems 
in the sheriff’s department in 
recent years has been the ac- 
cumulation 
of thousands of 
hours of overtime by officers 
and others on the staff on the 
claim that the working force has 
been insufficient. Suitable staff­ 
ing for the sheriff’s office in 
the coming year must be made 
to counter this problem, John­ 
son said.

$1.5 million

Confirmation of earlier re­ 
ports that the 1969-70 county 
salary budget could be upped 
more than $1.5 million over 
the present $20 million figure 
has been given by county budget 
officials.

Suing ourselves 


The fiscal repercussions of the U.S. Suprem e Court’s ruling 
that residency cannot constitutionally be held a factor in any 
sta te ’s welfare program have been thoroughly discussed. Cali­ 
fornian Robert H. Finch, secretary of Health, Education and 
W elfare commented that to say the new liberablization "will 
have a substantial impact on federal and state budgets is a m as­ 
sive understatem ent.” Even Chief Justice W arren, di.ssenting. 
warned of the ruling’s probable impact on state requirem ent in 
voting, schooling or working. 


Underneath the m ajor consideratijn, however, is a factor 
that also is disturbing to many people. The high court’s rul­ 
ing cam e on appeals resulting from a nationwide legal cam ­ 
paign on behalf of w elfare clients by legal service units of the 


Office of Economic Opportunity, a tax suppf>rted agency of the 
federal government. 
There have been, as well, many ca.ses of OEO tax financed 
agencies fighting state and local regulations. In San Francisco, 
for instance, the Legal A ssistance Foundation took up the cud­ 
gels for a group of racial minority tenants for a hotel that had 
been declared a fire trap by its owners and by city officials 
but who didn’t want to move, despite a blaze that killed three 
of their number. 
Transparently ideological 
adventures by government agen­ 
cies against other governmental bodies and private industry 
put the taxpayer in the position of suing him self. The new direc­ 
to rs of OEO, it is hoped, will find better, more needful and 
m ore legitim ate ways of using our tax dollars. 


Is this trip necessary! ? 


The script is fam iliar. 
D em onstrators greet the distinguished American visitor with 
signs bluntly inviting him to go home. A sm all arm y of security 
men surrounds him and in one Central American capital, fears 
for his life cut short the d.A .v.’s visit. 
It could be a scene from then-Vice President Nixon’s cele­ 
brated Latin tour in 1958, 
which reached a high, or low, 
point with the stoning of his car in C aracas, Venezuela. Or 
it could be from alm ost any of many visits by sim ilarly high- 
placed North Am ericans in vears before and since. 


Itiese happen, however, to be incidents on New York Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller’s current fact-finding tour for President 
Nixon. 
It is a sad com m entary on American policy toward Latin 
A m erica that after so many years of effort and expenditure 
a representative from Washington can still expect to be greet­ 
ed by expressions of public hostility, deliberately organized 
and representing only a minority of the population as such 
dem onstrations may often be. 


But it is perhaps even sadder that Washington’s rept*ated 
reaffirm ations of concern for our neighbors to the south seem 
so often to take the sam e unimaginative course, a whirlwind 
tour by d.A.v. 
Rockefeller, to be sure, has first-class credentials for such 
a m ission. 
ITie dom estic political angles aside, his exper­ 
tise dates back to the Roosevelt adm inistration when he laid the

foundations of his political career as a State Department spe­ 
cialist on l-atin A m erica. 
He draw s on a reserv o ir of experience matched by few other 
such distinguished A m ericans as he listens to com plaints on 
U.S. political and economic policies, com plaints that are sup­ 
posed to provide guidelines for Washington’s latest revision of 
its design for living with our chronically much poorer Latin 
relations. 
But the question can still be asked: Is this trip necessary? 
It will be surprising if Rockefeller hears anything new. It 
will be even more surprising if the m ission results in radi­ 
cal changes in U.S. policy or significant progress in lifting 
Latin A m erica from its economic and social m orass. 
It is difficult to see what significantly fresh information 
Rockefeller can be expected to bring back that could not be 
transm itted by long-established channels of communication, by 
U.S. em bassies and the m yriad special m issions in Latin 
A m erica. 
High-level m issions such as R ockefeller’s may have their 
value as headline-grabbing 
gestures of American interest. 
But considering the opportunity for anti-Am erican dem onstra­ 
tions they present, they too often run the risk of being self- 
defeating. 
And, at best, all too often they arouse hopes that 
cannot be fulfilled. 
The script certainly needs to be changed. A m oratorium for 
a tim e on distinguished American visitors might be a good 
place to start.

4 weeks . . . listening and sounding 
out w o rkers,” 
"Y our job,” says the manual, " is to 
bring across the Identity of interests 
of students and w orkers . . . that the 
working class is the class with the pow­ 
e r, that w orkers really create the values 
of society, that without them basic chang­ 
e s in the system can’t happen . . , 
"But you’re there with a purpose — 
to bring out the 
relationship of the 
Vietnam and the other Im perialist w ars 
to their immediate demands, to the fact 
that they and their sons die in the war, 
that it is a war for the rich — the C lass 
jierspective . . . This is no easy task 
. . . But at least you are able to ques­ 
tion, to point out 
relationships they 
might not have thought of o r might be 
afraid to express out loud. T ry talking 
to w orkers individually, especially those 
who seem more receptive, 
"D on’t start by using a lunchroom 
or platform for a ‘soapbox oration.’ 
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*Now, then— just which part of the kindergarten 
curriculum needs to be more relevant?" 


L iterature could be given out individual­ 
ly or stuck up in bathroom s at the lie- 
ginning. D iscuss in your group when to 
sta rt giving it out en m asse . . . at the 
fates. . . 
"Don’t start in with broadsides against 
the union leadership, even if w orkers in­ 
itiate the sellout talk. Listen, ask ques­ 
tions, ask if anything was ever done to 
overcom e it, 
suggest 
types of fights 
around grievances, immediate things, if 
you can figure some out. But don’t feel 
compelled (in your three-month sojourn) 
to give leadership on any and all (jues- 
tions. , . ” 
The manual makes clear that this sum ­ 
m er is to lay the groundwork for future 
operations: 
"T ry to make a few friends among 
the w orkers that might last beyond the 
sum m er . . , And try to get their ad­ 
dresses and phone numbers before you 
leave the job . . . Join the bowling 
league or the baseball team . . . Go to 
the bar or whatever hangout they go to 
after work. Don’t try to overdo yourself 
here 
If you can’t hold your liquor, 
don’t make a fool of yourself trying to 
be what you think is *one of the boys ’ 
Get to work early - sit around and 
talk , . . 
"Don’t get into knock-down, drag-out 
argum ents . . . b u t rather talk individu­ 
ally first to the ones you’re making 
friends with . , . 
"A fter being there about a month try 
to pick out a few workers who might l>e 
m ore advanced than the r'^st, concentrat­ 
ing m ore on individual discussion with 
the hope of keeping them as friends, 
or contacts after vou leave the pla< e . . 
"Talk al)0ut the possibilities of the 
students offering the w orkers assistance 
in any stinggles coming up in the future, 
on picket lines, dem onstrations, even do­ 
ing research for them. 
. 
Knowledge^ 
of what 
the in - plant 
grievances are will help if there is to be 
follow-up along lines of worker - student 
alliance activity when you get ba< k to 
school. You will be able to relate leaf, 
lets . . . to the actual problem s inside 
the gates. ’’

But this is equivalent to 
one human e rro r every 18 years, so 
much w’ork does it do before making 
a m istake. And they are costly. The 
com puters built for a moon-shot cost 
$80 million. 
But they can do in a few 
hours all the arithm etic estim ated ever 
to have been done by hand by everyone 
in all recorded history.
